friends to be an upright judge and a 
good citizan. If this be true, he will 
not touch the nomination, coming to 
him, as it does, not only tainted, but 
reeking with the crimes of bribery and 
treachery. An upright judge has too 
much respect for the law to lend his 
aid and sanction toits violation. What 
will Pennypaeker do? If we knew 
oaly that he is an upright judge, we 
might be sure he would refuse to touch 
the nomination, but when we know 
that he was eager to write a defense 
for one who in 
his own defense 


pleaded the statute of limitations, and 
who has been openly charged as a cor- 
ruptionist for a quarter of a eantury, 
we may be certain that he will take 
almost anything under almost any cir- 
cumstances. Pennypaeker will accept 
the nomination, and if elected, he will 
ba a slave of the machine just as his 
predecessor has been. Pennypaeker 
as a candidate on his record and on 
his own resources without Quay's help 
would not have secured half enough 
delegates to nominate himself. Quay 
without money to bribe delegates could 
not have come within thirty votes of 
nominating him, and yet he will pose 
as the honorable candidate of an hon- 
orable party. 


People make a mistake in blaming 


the individual for wrongs in our state 
government when the fault is with 
Quayism. Governor Stone, who is so 
heartily despised, has made a first 
class governor from the machine point 
of view. He has carried out the will 


principles that placed him on a higher 
plane than dunghill politicians of the 
Quay, Penrose, Elkin stripe! 
He has 


demeaned himself in the eyes ot the 
people, made himself a laughing stock 
of those whose tools he permitted him- 
self to be, and no doubt he feels that^ 
he disgraced himself by the contempt- 
ible part he played in the miserable 
farce. 


One-half of the Republican papers 


of the state for six weeks past have 
been declaring that Elkin's connection 
with the notorious Stone administra- 
tion would unfit him as a candidate 
for the governorship and with him as 
a nominee the legislature would be 
lost to the Republicans.

with which he had won all his hard- 
fought battles. Both sides told the 
tiuth, but the cowardly Elkin editors 
who were a few days ago so bold and 
loud in denouncing ingratitude and 
bribery are now tumbling over one an- 
other to get under cover. The only 
hope is that the truth they told in 
their sane interval may take root in 
enough honest minds to overturn the

The Codling Moth, 


There is no insect that does more 


damage to apples, pears and quinces 
than the Codling moth (Carpocapasa, 
poriwudln) and none that is more 
surely controlled by a little effort in 
applying the means that have been 
recommended by the entomologist. 
The adult is a small chocola'e colored 
moth which lays its eggs in the early 
spring on very young iruit when it is 
in blossom or ab->ut the time the 
petals fall. la a few days the egg 
hatches and the larva, a shirt white 
caterpi'lar, spends a day or two on the 
outside. It then bores into the young 
fruit and ierds around the core, caus- 
ing what is comm-nly called the 
"wormy" apple. When it is about full 
grovn, which is about the nvddle ol 
the summer, it leaves the apple and 
spins its cocoon in some protected 
place, such as under a scale of the 
birk of the tr^es. In a short time the 
adult in ith emerges. The iemale lays 
ber eggs on the fruit, generally at the 
side, where two apples bang in con 
tact. It is tbe=e lame that are thi 
"worms" oi the lall fruit. They spenc 
the winter in cocoons on the sides o 
the trees and in rubbish, after bavin? 
fallen with the fruit. They do nc 
become pupae until the next spring 
and then the alult moths emerge in 
few days. Thus is completed the an 
nnal cycle, with two broods per year 
This insect may be combatted by 
spraying with srsenities. The trees 
should be sprayed when the young 
apples are still standing upright or 
just after the petals have fallen from 
the blrssom. A single spraying may 
bo sufficient, but it is better to make 
a second application about a week 
alter the first. Either ol the lollow- 
ing mixtures will be found effective: 
(1) One pound oi Paris green or Lon- 
don purple to 150 gallons of water.

CHAPTER VI.

Earth's Topography Changed. 


Col. H. C. Dsmming, of the United 


States geological survey, who has made 
a number of observations at Harris- 
burg since the volcanic eruption on the 
island of Martinique, has sent the fol- 
lowing letter to Charles D. Wolcott, 
director of the United States geologic- 
al survey, Washington, D C.: "Dur- 
ing the past month I have taken at 
various places in Pennsylvania, in my 
geological work, a number of eleva- 
tions above sea level, and I have found 
in every cas^ where elevations had been 
taken previously that the present fig- 
ures show higher elevations than be- 
fore. It is possible that this is due to 
the seismitic disturbances in the Mar- 
tinique and other islands southeast- 
wardly from the United States. I 
found the variations to be from two 
inches to more than twenty-four, on 
comparing them with older records at 
Honey Brook, Chester county; Colum- 
bia, Lancaster county; 
Gettysburg, 


Adams county; Newville, Cumberland 
county, and Harrisburg, Dauphin coun- 
ty-"
